That joke may be appreciated by the own- 


ers of the coal mines in Pennsylvania, but 
not by the consumers of New England and 
New York. It is no compromise ; It is really 
worse than no change ; it is adding insult to 
injury. The matter is so simple tbat it 
scarcely deserves explanation. 


The coal monopolists of Pennsylvania have 


grown rich upon the bounties arising from 
high tariff protection, and every squint at re- 
duction they have spent thousands to beat 
down. The whole people are clamorous for 
free coal, not more because their fuel may be- 
come cheaper, but because the tariff in its 
operation is almost prohibitive and not pro- 
ductive of a proportionate degree of revenue. 
The coal-miners heed this cry, and fear it. — 


1 They say to the Committee, "Throw them a 


little sop; call anthracite free, and keep bitu- 
minous out altogether." 
They can afford 


that; they have no foreign competitors in 
anthracite coal— it is their monopoly without 
protection. But Nova Scotia can send tbe 
Atlantic States much bituminous coal at very 


, 
low rates. Therefore they would keep it out. 
This new discrimination is but a swin- 
dle upon the people, and Congress will 
no doubt reject the tempting "Compromise." 


Xow that we are on this subject, let us once 


more advert to the argument of the _coal 
monopolists, that bituminous coal cannot 
come in competition with their trade. Pass- 
ing over this invalidation of their own posi- 
tion in favor of taxing it, let us see how the 
matter stands. Ifova Scotia has an abundant 
supply of bituminous coal which ordinarily 
would not fill the place of the better an- 
thracite for domestic purposes when coal is 


low. 
But it may act as a regulator; when 


anthracite gets exorbitant, it will step in to a 
certain extent for domestic use, and it will 
answer every purpose for manufactories 
which abonnd so extensively in the eastern 
States, and which, while the protectionists 
manifest so much zeal to "protect," they thus 
clearly oppress. The tai of $1,25 per ton 
however, when first placed upon Nova Scotia 
co&l. acted as a prohibition, I because all coal 
was then comparatively low. The Nova 
Scotia trade was depressed, and it will take 
time now to restore it so as to furnish cheap 
coal. The proprietors could not well afford. 
to invest heavily hi the work now, knowing 
that the Pennsylvania™ have it in their pow- 
er any day to reduce their coal so low that 
ruin would fall to the lot of the foreign pro- 
ducer. In fact, this tax of $1.25 upon bitu- 
minous coal actually puts the whole control 
of the coal market in the hands of. a few 
soulless monopolists, and they wield their 
power witb. unyielding despotism.
